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Personal Problems 
Bring Spotlight To 
Former First Lady 


Former First Lady Cornelia Wallace 
was hospitalized in Elba during the 
weekend, following an incident invol- 
ving a truck which had been reported 
stolen, 

Mrs. Wallace was taken into custody 
by Opp police Saturday when they 
discovered her driving a green truck 
which Elba resident Charles Pearce had 
reported stolen earlier in the day. 
Pearce, the principal of Elba Middle 
School, had told Elba police his truck 
was stolen while parked near Danley 
Crossroads. 

Police officials said the ex-wife of 
former Governor George Wallace was in 
a ‘highly nervous’’ state when they 
took her into custody. She was repor- 
tedly driving the truck on a county road 
near Opp. 

Mrs. Wallace had been visiting 
relatives in Elba Friday and Saturday. 

She was held at Opp jail until Coffee 
County Sheriff Deputy Tom Weeks 
transported her to Elba General Hospi- 
tal. Accoring to Weeks, Mrs. Wallace 
was ‘“‘very congenial’ and relatively 
calm when he picked her up, She has 
since been released from the local 
hospital and family members have not 
revealed where she is now. 

Pearce did not file charges against 
the former Elba native and Opp Police 
Chief Jerry Brannon described the truck 
as actually being borrowed, Even 
though Mrs. Wallace was handcuffed 
while in custody in Opp, she was never 
jailed, 

Mrs. Wallace is ‘the daughter of Ruby 
Folsom Austin and a niece to former 
Governor James E. ‘Big Jim’’ Folsom.

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The Coffee County Commission met 
on Monday, April 27, in Ente rprise, and 
held a short but very active meeting. 

The first order of business was to 
open bids on metal pipe to be used by 
the highway department. Bids were 
received from Alabama Metal Forming 
Company, Choctaw, Southern Culvert, 
Fayco Pipe Company, and Brown Pipe 
Company. After careful examination by 
the county engineer, the commission 
voted to split the bid, with the low bid 
on arch pipe going to Choctaw, and the 
low bid on round pipe going to Southern 
Culvert. 


County Attorney Warren Rowe told 
the commission Judge Arthur Gamble 
had set May 19 at 10:00 a.m. as the 
hearing date on progress made on a 
lawsuit filed to make the commissioners 
build a jail in Enterprise. The plaintiffs 
in the suit have asked the commission 
be held in contemipt of court in the case, 
because of delays in beginning con- 
Struction of the facility. The county 
attorney reported he would inform the 
judge of the recent decision to build a 
jail in the Enterprise division (New 
Brockton) and to finance it with a 1-cent 
Sales tax. The attorney was confident 
the actions would please the judge. 


The lack of adequate representation 
on the Goodman Water Authority 


was given to the commission at Mon- 
day’s meeting. The petition called for 
the commission to place two additional 
members, on the board -- Joseph 
Edward Phillips and Louis Cole. Cole 
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may

apparently prompted a petition which’ 
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was present at the meeting and ex- 
plained that the members of the 
Authority had no control over the board, 
and that only the current three-man 
board could appoint new directors. He 
added that no elections were held when 
a director resigned - the board would 
simply appoint someone. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
stated he felt the total membership had 
the right to hold an election to fill 
vacancies on the board, and he prom- 
ised to check the Authority's charter 
and by-laws and report back to the 
commission. 


Sheriff Brice Paul addressed the 
commission and declared, ‘‘We've got a 
little problem at the jail -- we lost three 
CETA jailers two weeks ago and that 
leaves us ina pretty big hole. All we 
have left are three jailers and a warden - 
we've had to move a deputy to the jail 
and also a secretary from the sheriff's 
office. I need three additional jailers, 
two men and one woman, and it will cost 
around $12,000 in salaries. I must have 
these people to provide adequate pro- 
tection to the citizens of Coffee County, 
and to properly run the jail. I can’t meet 
the provisions of the code with only four 
jailers."” 

When asked about other counties in 
the area getting by with only one jailer, 


the sheriff answered he didn’t know 


their financial status, and when asked if 
his budget could afford the $12,000 for 


Salaries, Paul admitted his budget 
wasn't looking too good.

For years numerous state and local politicians have 
been screaming at the federal government to stay 
within the confines of Washington, D.C. and out of 
local affairs, After attending a bricfing in the nation’s 
Capitol on Pres. Ronald Reagan’s economic recovery 
program, Elba Mayor Bob English is optimistic that the 
message has finally reached listening ears. 

**President Reagan is making an effort to return a 
lot of control back to state and loca! governments. It’s pie,”’ 
like Vice President Bush said, if the people had enough 
confidence to elect us at the state and local levels, the 
federal governments should have enough confidence to 
fet us administer our programs,’’ said English. 

English spent the day in Washington on April 22 
attending an economic forum and policy briefing of the 
Reagan administration, The delegation of mayors were 
briefed by various high-ranking Cabinet officials 
including Vice President George Bush; Donald Regan, 
secretary of treasury; David Stockman, director of the 
Office of Management and Budget; James A. Baker III, 
White House chief of staff; Drew Lewis, secretary of 
transportation; and Terrell Bell, secretary of education. 

Elba’s mayor was one of only three in the state 
selected to attend this conference. The mayors of 
Mobile and Montgomery also received invitations. 

While Reagan's economic package calls for drastic 
money-tightening measures at all levels of government, the rich,” 
English said he foresees Elba prospering during the ‘Sure.

“‘Under Reagan's concept, decisions are being 
turned back to local governments for us to spend 
federal money as we need it,’’ English explained. 
‘That could open doors for us to receive more federal

After hearing McClain’s recommenda- 
tion, the commission voted to notify the 
contractor of improvements which must 
be made before the county will accept 
the roads.

Also, with the increase in 
defense spending, more money is expected to be 
pumped into nearby Fort Rucker resulting in a boost for 
local economies. 


“It will probably be six to twelve months before we 


see any direct results of Reagan’s economic proposal. 
But the interest rates have got to go down before we see 
any new housing here or before people are able to buy 


trailers from Dorseys.’’ 


Summarizing the conference, English said he was 
impressed with the apparent sincerity of Reagan's 
Cabinet members and he believes he made contact with

In a more serious vein, 
Maestri stated, ‘‘It is the 
epitomy of high school bas- 
ketball to win the state 
championship. You accomp- 
lished this and you're being 
honored for that achieve- 
ment. Next year your team 
will return 4 of its top 6 
players, but don’t expect 
success to come easy. A lot 
of teams win it once, but very 
few repeat. 

“I think there are 3 areas 
that prevent success - 1, 
saying ‘I can’t,’ 2. fear of 
failure, and 3. use of handi- 
caps and excuses.”’ 

“The worst two words in 
the dictionary are ‘I can’t,’ 
said Maestri. ‘‘Anybody can 
be what they want to be - 
they must use the words ‘I 
can.’ A person uses only 20 
percent of his capabilities, so 
don’t say you can’t do some- 
thing. You can! Most people 
never attempt because 
they're afraid to fail. Their 
attitude is that you can’t fail 
if you don’t try. You have to 
fail, but you can always come 
back and try again. You 
can’t be afraid to fail. Never 
let a handicap stop you - you 
can still be a winner. The 
first athlete to win 12 varsity 
letters in high school in New 
Jersey was only 4-4, It didn’t 
stop him. Don't let anything 
stop you.”

5. It has made people 
more humane in their treat- 
ment of the weak, the suffer 
ing and the underprivileged. 

6. The church has lifted 
the position of women and 
children, giving them worth 
and position they never had 
until Jesus came. 

We also need to go to 
church to make our witness 
as to where we stand. Every 
time we attend church we are 
casting our lot with Christ 
and His followers and letting 
the world know what side we 
are on. 

We need to go to church 
because it offers us corporate 
worship of God through 
Jesus Christ, our Savior. 
Churches are not TV shows, 
ball parks or concert halls, 
and are not to be judged by 
the amount of entertainment 
they provide. A church is a 
place of worship for the 
nourishing of the soul, the 
fellowship of believers and 
the combining of resources, 
material and spiritual, to 
spread the Good News and 
convert the world. 

It seems to me that if we 
really claim Christ as our 
Savior and desire to be His 
disciples, we would certainly 
want to be a part of His 
Body, the church. Read what 
Paul had to say to the 
Ephesians in Chapter 5, 
verses 25 - 27 - how he loved 
the church and gave Himself 
for it. 

Instead of asking ‘‘Does 
one need to go to church to 
be a Christian?”’, perhaps a 
better question would be, ‘‘If 
one is a Christian, why would 
he want to stay away from 
the Lord’s house?”’
